3. pp. 17-18: You were speaking of the different creations. Did any of the creations 
skip Kaal? In other words are there any that were, as far as time and space are 
concerned, closer to true God-like creations? What happened to these creations? 


4. p. 20: Stalin didn't do it as a mystic "but as a physical being with physical 
desires." I think you say that you are a mystic. Does this mean that you are 
not a physical being with physical desires? What about Hitler? Maybe what 1 
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want you to do here is define the word, mystic. My dictionary says

7. p. 27: If we had conquored the emotional and the mental pretty much on Sirius 
and Sirius is a part of the physical universe, why did we have to go through 
the evolutionary process again here? 

8. Since Sirius is part of the physical universe, is that experience going on right 
now also? The infamous time - space question again. 

9. What do you remember about Sirius? How was life there different from here? 

Was the evolutionary process different there? 
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10. T In the physical universe or universes, where are there more evolved life forms 

or energies? Stars, planets, etc.? Are there still living beings on Sirius?

Do they have to be consecutive? Jesus was a living saint and you were his 
disciple. And now you have one. Did you have one as Anthony of Padua, 

as John of Avila, etc.? As Gandhi? Please go into a great deal of detaifl~on 
this. 

14. I was going to ask this one later, but it really peaks my curiosity - What is 
Bobby Kennedy doing on Mars? Who else is there? Your friend in Texas had 
agreed to do so many years service there....Do these folks have to start all 
over in the evolutionary process of Mars? 

15. Is Thomas Jefferson important. Do we know that particular soul? How about 
Robert E. Lee? 


The 33 pages I'm sending you today are partially answers to questions raised by the 
tape that you sent me. I as also copying that to send to you as I didn't copy enough 
to give you one while you were here. So 1 guess that should go in your book first.
